GRATITUDE TO YOUR GOVERNMENT AND YOUR PEOPLE FOR THE 
GOODWILL AND AID YOU GAVE US IN THE CONFUSING PERIOD 
AFTER THE WAR." CONCLUDES THAT VISIT SHOULD MARK 
BEGINNING OF NEW ERA OF CLOSER FRIENDSHIP AND UNDERSTANDING 
BETWEEN JAPANESE AND AMERICAN PEOPLES AND GOVTS. 

CSM VIEWS PRES' TRIP AS HAVING PUT US-JAPAN RELATIONS 
ON MATURE FOOTING. MOST SURPRISING AND PLEASING ASPECT 
IS THAT VISIT WENT OFF WITHOUT INCIDENT - NO UGLY 
DEMONSTRATIONS, NO MOB VIOLENCE. SUBSTANTIVELY, IT WAS 
MAINLY DISPLAY OF FRIENDSHIP. SENSITIVE ISSUE OF US 
NUKES WAS NEVER RAISED PUBLICLY. AS EXPECTED, BOTH SIDES 
PLEDGED TO WORK TOGETHER ON WORLD ENERGY AND FOOD NEEDS; 
FORD STRESSED THAT JAPAN WOULD SHARE IN OIL SUPPLIES 
IF THERE WERE ANOTHER SQUEEZE AND THAT JAPANESE MARKETS 
IN US WOULD NOT BE UNDERMINED. TOKYO UNDOUBTEDLY 
GRATIFIED THAT WASHINGTON PROMISES TO INFORM IT IN ADVANCE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF IMPORTANT DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVES, THUS AVOIDING ANY 
MORE "NIXON SHOCKS." MORE ATTUNED NOW TO JAPAN’S 
SENSITIVITIES, HAK WILL IN FACT STOP OFF IN TOKYO TO BRIEF 
THE JAPANESE AFTER HIS PEKING VISIT. IN SHORT, BITTERNESS 
THAT ONCE MARRED WASHINGTON'S RELATIONS WITH JAPAN HAS 
DISSIPATED. 

S-N (NOV 21 ) VIEWS TRIP AS PRESIDENT'S INTRODUCTION TO 
OVERSEAS SUMMITRY - NECESSARY LEARNING EXPERIENCE 
IN JET AGE. JAUNT INTENDED BY PRES TO DEMONSTRATE TO 
US ELECTORATE HIS COMING OF AGE AS GLOBAL STATESMAN, 

BUT SOLID FOREIGN-POLICY GAINS NOT ANTICIPATED. JAPAN 
STAY COULD NOT HAVE BEEN WORSE-TIMED: TANAKA IS ON 
ROPES; LEFTISTS RAISING DICKENS OVER SUSPECTED PRESENCE 
OF US NUKES; AND NO FIRM AGREEMENTS IN PROSPECT FOR 
DOVETAILING OIL POLICY. JAPAN VISIT IMPORTANT MAINLY 
FOR ESTABLISHING THAT AN AMERICAN PRES CAN VISIT THERE. 

FORD SUPPOSEDLY HAD TO SCHEDULE SK STOP BECAUSE IT WAS 
SO CLOSE TO JAPAN AND N KOREANS MIGHT OTHERWISE HAVE 
FELT ENCOURAGED. BUT SEOUL VISIT IS A LOSER SINCE IT 
COMFORTS REPRESSIVE PARK GOVT AND OUTRAGES DISSIDENTS. 

FORD COULD MAKE CASE FOR MORE GENTLE FORM OF 
ANTI-COMMUNISM, BUT US DIPLOMACY HAS BEEN NOTORIOUSLY 
INADEQUATE IN SCORING SUCH POINTS WITH ALLIES OF PARK'S 
STRIPE. POTENTIALLY, VLADIVOSTOK IS MOST SIGNIFICANT 
PART OF TRIP: CHANCE FOR TWO TO SIZE EACH OTHER UP AND 
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ESTABLISH CONVERSATIONAL BASIS FOR COMMUNICATING IN 
SOME FUTURE CRISIS. 

7. IAPAN 

CDN'S KEYES BEECH (NOV 16-17) IN TOKYO WRITES PIECE ON 
JAPAN'S "WATERGATE," SUMMARIZING BUNGEI SHUNJU'S 
EXPOSE OF TANAKA ENRICHING HIMSELF AND HIS FRIENDS 
AT PUBLIC EXPENSE. WHILE NIXON HUNG ON FOR TWO YEARS 
BEFORE BEING DRIVEN FROM OFFICE, UNDER JAPAN'S 
PARLIAMENTARY SYSTEM, TANAKA CANNOT LAST THAT LONG. 
WHEN PRES LEAVES, TANAKA'S ENEMIES WILL GET BACK TO 
JOB OF CUTTING IM UP. BEECH COMMENTS THAT IF BUNGEI 
SHUNJU CHARGES STAND UP, BEST THING THAT CAN BE SAID 
OF TANAKA IS THAT HE DIDN'T DO ANYTHING THAT HUNDREDS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF OTHER JAPANESE BUSINESSMEN-POLITICIANS DIDN'T DO; 

HIS CRIME WAS GETTING CAUGHT. 

8. CHINA 

CDN'S KEYES BEECH (NOV 16-17) IN TOKYO SEES APPOINTMENT 
OF CHIAO KUAN-HUA AS AUGURING WELL FOR SINO-US RELATIONS. 
ANNOUNCEMENT CAME JUST 10 DAYS BEFORE HAK'S SCHEDULED 
VISIT TO PEKING, SPARKING SPECULATION THAT TWO COUNTRIES 
MIGHT ESTABLISH FULL DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. ALTHOUGH 
BOTH GOVTS HAVE SAID THAT THERE WAS NO HURRY, IT IS 
UNDERSTOOD THAT NIXON LED CHINESE TO BELIEVE FULL 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WOULD BE ESTABLISHED DURING HIS 
SECOND TERM. MOREOVER, DESPITE MUTUAL ADMIRATION 
BETWEEN HAK AND CHOU, US DIPLOMATS HAVE WONDERED IF HAK 
CAN GO TO PEKING FOR 7TH VISIT WITHOUT ESTABLISHING 
FULL DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. WHAT MAKES THIS SCENARIO 
ALL THE MORE PLAUSIBLE, BEECH COMMENTS, IS THAT NOTHING 
COULD MORE REASSURE THE CHINESE IN THE AFTERMATH OF 
FORD-BREZHNEV MEETING. 

BEECH ARTICLE ALSO CONTAINS BRIEF BIODATA ON CHIAO, 
DESCRIBING HIM AS DEVOTED DISCIPLE OF CHOU S OUTGOING 
FOREIGN POLICY AND ONE OF FEW CHINESE DIPLOMATS WHO HAS 
TRAVELED EXTENSIVELY IN THE WEST. 

9. KOREA 

WSJ’S PEARLSTINE IN SEOUL DISCUSSES US POLICY TOWARD SK. 
NOTES THAT SK S FIRST EXPERIMENT WITH REPRESENTATIVE 
DEMOCRACY DESTROYED IN 1961 WHEN YOUNG COLONELS - AMONG 
THEM, PARK CHUNG HEE - OVERTHREW ELECTED GOVT. CITES 
US AND KOREAN WITNESSES THAT COUP SUCCEEDED ONLY BECAUSE 
WASHINGTON OVERRULED ADVICE OF ITS OWN EMBASSY AND 
RECOGNIZED COLONELS AS LEGITIMATE GOVT. THIRTEEN YEARS 
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LATER, PARK'S POSITION IS AGAIN IN DOUBT AS OPPOSITION 
GROWS AGAINST HIS REPRESSIVE RULE. BUT ONCE AGAIN 

WASHINGTON IS EXPECTED TO GIVE HIS PRESTIGE AN IMPORTANT 
BOOST. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONTINUED US SUPPORT OF PARK REFLECTS TWO DOS POLICIES WHICH 
APPLY TO FRIENDLY GOVTS WHICH SUPPRESS HUMAN RIGHTS. ONE 
IS THAT US DOESN'T INTERFERE IN ITS ALLIES' DOMESTIC 
AFFAIRS; OTHER, BEST ARTICULATED BY HAK IN RECENT SENATE 
TESTIMONY SUPPORTING CONTINUED AID TO SK, IS THAT "WE 
PROCEED EVEN WHEN WE DON'T APPROVE" IF US NATIONAL INTEREST 
IS AT STAKE. AS ABSTRACT PRINCIPLES, BOTH POLICIES SOUND 
APPEALING, BUT QUESTIONS ARE THEY PROPER GUIDES FOR US 
RELATIONS WITH SK? WITH BILLIONS IN US AID AND PRESENCE 
OF US TROOPS, INTERFERENCE IS ENDEMIC. US DIPLOMTS IN 
SEOUL INSIST THAT FORD VISIT HAS NOTHING TO DO WITH SK 
POLITICS, BUT UNDER THE CIRCUMSTANCES, ANY US DECISION, 
INCLUDING DECISION TO REMAIN SILENT, AFFECTS SK INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS. 

SAYS QUESTION OF US NATIONAL INTEREST IS MUCH MORE COMPLEX. 
DOS APPARENTLY BELIEVES ITS SUPPORT OF PARK GOVT PROVIDES 
STABILITY AND THAT ANY WEAKENING OF ROKG AUTOMATICALLY 
INCREASES CHANCES OF NK ATTACK. IF THOSE ASSUMPTIONS 
ARE CORRECT, WASHINGTON'S MUTED CONCERN FOR CIVIL AND 
HUMAN RIGHTS IN SK IS PERHAPS UNDERSTANDABLE. BUT CLOSE 
LOOK AT GOVT PARK OVERTHREW AND GOVT HE NOW HEADS 
SUGGESTS POSSIBILITY OF OPPOSITE CONCLUSIONS. 

NOTES THAT CHANG GOVT WHICH COLONELS OVERTHREW BORE LITTLE 
RESEMBLANCE TO TEXTBOOK DEMOCRACY. BUT US EMBASSY AND 
MANY KOREANS BELIEVED THAT EXPERIMENT WITH DEMOCRACY WAS 
BEGINNING TO WORK IN MONTHS BEFORE COUP. MOST EMBASSY 
SENIOR OFFICIALS INCLUDING MARSHALL GREEN, WHO WAS CHARGE 
AT THE TIME, AND MOST US MIL MEN THEN IN SK OPPOSED 
RECOGNITION OF YOUNG COLONELS. THEY ARGUED THAT SK 
SHOULD BE ENCOURAGED TO CONTINUE DEVELOPMENT OF ITS 
REPRESENTATIVE INSTITUTIONS, AND THAT BY WITHHOLDING 
SUPPORT FOR COUP, WE COULD PROBABLY KEEP CHANG IN POWER 
BUT PRES KENNEDY AND TOP DOS AND DEFENSE OFFICIALS 
IGNORED THEIR ADVICE. THEY SAW, ACCORDING TO SENIOR 
CAREER DIPLOMAT THEN IN WASHINGTON. "SOUTH KOREA A 
PLACE WHERE THERE WAS A CHOICE BETWEEN POLITICAL STABILITY 
AND POLITICAL INSTABILITY AND A CHOICE BETWEEN ECONOMIC 
PROGRESS AND A LACK OF PROGRESS..."

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MANY WHO OPPOSED COUP ARGUED THAT DEVELOPING NATION LIKE 
SK COULDN’T FOSTER REPRESENTATIVE GOVT WITHOUT SOME 
INSTABILITY AND THAT US SHOULDN'T WORRY ABOUT INSTABILITY 
UNLESS IT CREATED AN OUTSIDE THREAT TO THAT NATION’S 
SECURITY. THEY SAW NO THREAT FROM NK BECAUSE IT WAS 
STILL WEAK AND US WAS COMMITTED TO DEFEND SK FROM ATTACK. 
STABILITY IS AGAIN ISSUE IN SK. WESTERN DIPLOMATIC AND 
MILITARY OBSERVERS SAY GREATEST THREAT TO SK’S STABILITY 
IS INTERNAL. 

PEARLSTINE CONCLUDES THAT PRESIDENT'S VISIT MIGHT BE 
MORE CONSISTENT WITH US SELF-INTEREST IF HE WERE TO 
QUESTION PUBLICLY PARK GOVT'S ALLEGED USE OF TORTURE, 
RIGGED TRIALS AND SUPPRESSION OF FREE SPEECH. BUT 
UNLIKELY THAT SUCH PUBLIC PROTEST WILL BE MADE. EVEN 
MORE UNLIKELY THAT PARK GOVT'S CONTINUED VIOLATION OF 
CIVIL AND HUMAN RIGHTS WILL END SOON. 

10. BURMA 

NYT'S LELYVELD IN RANGOON SEES STAGNANT BURMESE ECONOMY 
CLOSE TO COLLAPSE. POINTS OUT SEVERAL RECENT PORTENTS, 
INCLUDING CRUSHING OF DEMONSTRATIONS OVER RICE PRICE BY 
ARMY WITH AT LEAST 27 DEATHS, AND WORST FLOODS IN 
HALF-CENTURY THAT MAY ELIMINATE EXPORTABLE RICE SURPLUS. 
SAYS "RECLUSIVE' GOVT REACTED TO DISASTERS AND ECON 
STAGNATION WITH DRASTIC CUTBACKS IN IMPORTS THAT NOW MAY 
BE EXCEEDED BY WHAT IS BROUGHT IN BY SMUGGLERS. DESPITE 
NATURAL WEALTH, COUNTRY CANNOT AFFORD TO BUY ARMS FOR 
MIL FORCES THAT FACE VARIETY OF ETHNIC AND COMMUNIST 
INSURGENT GROUPS, NOR SPARE PARTS AND RAW MATERIALS TO 
KEEP TRANSPORT AND FACTORIES RUNNING. TWELVE YEARS AGO 
GUB SPURNED AID ON GROUNDS THAT IT OPENED COUNTRY TO 
INTERFERENCE, BUT NOW FINANCE MINISTRY SO OBVIOUSLY 
SOLICITS ASSISTANCE THAT CLANDESTINE COMMUNIST RADIO 
CALLS IT ;MINISTRY OF BEGGING." 

LELYVELD SAYS DISCUSSIONS OF SITUATION INEVITABLY FOCUS 
ON NE WIN, WHO REPORTEDLY HAS MELLOWED BUT STILL REMAINS 
ALOOF AND UNAPPROACHABLE, AND UNWILLING TO DELEGATE 
AUTHORITY. IN RARE PUBLIC STATEMENTS HE ADMITS EXISTENCE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF ECON CRISIS, BUT SAYS GOVT PREOCCUPIED WITH WORK ON 
NEW CONSTITUTION AND CANNOT PAY ATTENTION TO ECONOMY. 
BLACK MARKET BOOMS, PRICES CLIMB, PRODUCTION SLUMPS AND 
RESTLESSNESS SPREADS. SPECULATION CENTERS ON HOW LONG IT 
CAN GO ON; SOME BELIEVE THAT ONLY ARMY CAN BRING CHANGE 
BUT NO SUCCESSOR TO NE WIN IS IN SIGHT WHO IS LIKELY 

TO BE A BLE TO REPEATHIS SUCCESS IN MAINTAINING 
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STABILITY. ONE DIPLOMAT NOTES THAT PEOPLE HAVE BEEN 
SAYING FOR TEN YEARS THAT CHANGE IS NECESSARY OR COLLAPSE 
IMMINENT, BUT NEITHER HAS HAPPENED, AND 'IT IS WRONG 
TO EXPECT ANYTHING VERY BIG." INGERSOLL
